])leads  i\)v  Catholic  social  work  he  does  so  on  the  frround 
that  • '.social  work  is  only  a  <-ontinuation  of  thr  work  of  edu- 
cation.■".  It  can  hardly  be  .said  that  Catholics  throughout 
Canada  sit  educational  «;(tod  works  in  the  forefront  of'their 
interests.     There  have  been  very  few  .xamples  (»f  the  muni- 
licence  that  nsed  to  be  traditional  with  Catholic  patron.s  of 
learniny.  and  to  which  the  world  owes  such  universities  as 
Oxford.  CambridL!-e,  and  l.ouvain. 

The  Nation's  Business  is  Our  Business 

Catholics  will  be  barkwaid  socially  (I  do  not  use  the 
word  in  the  snobbish  .sen.sr  i  in  pro|>ortion  as  they  are  back- 
ward educationally.  Such  backwardness  as  exists  is  due  to 
lack  of  vision,  to  lack  of  real  Catholicity.     We  are  too  ex-

If  w.'  mak.'  ourselv.-s  useful  we  shall  make  our- 
selv.'s  valued  and  anti-Catholic  prejudice  will  he  dispelled. 
It  is  not  s<)  mu.-h  for  our  own  sake  that  we  should  seek 
to  dispel  prejudice  as  for  the  sake  of  our  separated  brethren 
themselves.     We  mijrht   indecl  say:   "Let  Catholics  adopt 
the  motto  of  •Oui-selves  Alon.-.'  let  them  tru.st  to  tlu-ir  own 
resources  and  leave  the  hij^ots  to  their  l)i«rotry."     Hut  such 
ail   attitude   would   h.-   profoundly  un-Catholic.      It   is  our 
strict  duty  to  labour,  in  spite  of  all  failures,  to  dispel  anti- 
Catholic  prejudices,  be.-au.se  without  doinjr  that  wc  cannot 
succeed   in  Avhat   Father  .M.-Xabb  says  is  (tur  f;reat   work, 
to   briiiir  the  vision  of  the  liridc  ot'  Christ,   the  Catholic 
Church,  before  the  millions  of  our  fellow-countrymen.

I)ealin<r  with  ilie  Catholic  l.ody  in  the  Cnitcd  Kinjjdom 
in  l>.*)i»,  Newman  had  difliculti.s  enou^di,  diniculties  which 
I»roiit:ht  his  .■Hurts  to  aiij)arent  failure.  Hut  amongst  his 
ditlieullies  was  not  that  /-dismal  and  ahysmal  ai^-ithv" 
which  a  university  |M-<.t"essor  recently  .ledared  was  the  j.'rc- 
vailMiLT  attitude  of  Catholics  in  Canada  to  the  (piestion  of 
lii<;her  educafi..M.  After  Newman  was  in  his  ^n-ave  Catholic 
Ireland  obtained  th<'  National  Cnivcrsity  she  had  so  lonj,' 
striven  for.  and  in  Eii<:Iand  it  is  now  possihlc,  as  it  was 
not  in  Newman's  day.  f<ir  Catholics  freely  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  hest  educati(»nal  re.soui-ces  in  the  country  un- 
der relifrious  conditions  which  are  satfsfactorv.  Mioufrh  not 
ideal. 

In  En«;lish-speakinjr  Cana.ia  to-day  (.ur  chief  lack  is 
not  oppoi-tunities  for  hijrher  education,  hnt  it  is  lack  of  de- 
sire for  hi^'her  e.lucation.  lack  of  appreciation  of  its  valuo 
and  power.  \V(  have  St.  Francis  Xavier's  Collcire  at  Anti- 
•fronish:  we  have  St.  :\Iicha.-rs  Colle.^e.  federate.!  to  the 
Cniversity  of  T(»ronto:  St.  lioniface's  Colleire  is  in  a  similar 
relation  to  the  Cniversity  of  .Manitoba:  and  in  Montreal 
thi-re  is  Loyola  Colletre.  federated  to  Lival.  There  are 
some  persons  who  wish  for  a  Catholic  Cnivorsity  of  Cana- 
da, like  the  institution  that  the  Catholics  of  the  Cnited 
States  have  estal,lishe<l  in  AVashin'rton  with  the  name  nf 
the  Catholic  Cniversity  of  America.  Into  a  discussion  of 
that  aspirati(»n  I  do  not  jtropose  to  enter.  At  the  present 
time  it  is  an  academic,  not  a  practical  (pu'stion.     Our  ur- 
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gent  busme.ss  at  the  moment  is  to  awaken  ('athol

Must  We  Be  Outclassed? 

If  ratnolics  aiv,  man  for  man.  (»ufrlasM'«l  }>y  Protest- 
ants in  <ni(  i.n.-y.  Catholirs  as  a  IkxIv  will  lose  power  and 
intluence  and  consich'iatjon.  What  dJt  we  want  hiirh.-r  edu- 
cation f(.r.'  It  is  interestinj;  to  answer  in  the  words  of 
Cardinal  Newman,  who  is  tellini:  the  advantaires  of  uni- 
versity e<lueation  : 

"They  arc,"  he  says,  "in  oiw  wur.l  \h<-  .•iilfuir  of'  th.-  int. 'H, .ft 
Kot.t.f.l,  oppressed  an. I  thrust  (isi.lc,  Cut  li..li.s  ni  tli.'so  islan-is  havp 
not  been  in  a  loii.iiti-.n  for  f.'nturi.-s  to  attempt  the  s.irt  of  e.lu- 
cation  whi.'h  is  ii,..,>ssiiry  fur  th.^  man  of  the  worl.l.  th.'  s  -itesman 
the  lamiliol.lrr,  or  tiie  opulent  «,'.  ntl.'nian.  Th.'ir  l.-^'itimate  .sta- 
tions, .luties,  .•niployinents,  ha\e  l.e.-n  tak.'n  Iroin  th^cni,  and  the 
qualifications  withal,  social  an.i  int.'llv.-tual,  xvhi.li  an-  nec.'.<.«ary 
both  for  r.'versin-r  the  forfeiture  an-l  f  .r  availii.s:  themselves  of 
the  reversal.  The  time  is  come  when  this  ni,>ral  .iissiliilitv  must 
be  removed." 

Newman  was  thinking;  of  a  soeiety  and  an  a-re  moro 
aristocratic  than  our  iwn.  We  have,  "for  instan.-e.  ceased 
to  a.s.s<»eiate  i)articularly  culture  of  the  intelict  with  opu- 
lent fjentlcjuen.  The  huidholdcr  is  not  the  power  he  once 
was.  However.  Newman  was  ri«rht  in  viewin./  the  lack  of 
educjition  primarily  as  a  disahility  which  Catholics  suffered 
barrint;  them  from  their  le^'itimate  stations,  duties  and 
employments. 

N»)  less  than  in  the  aristocratic  old  countries  of  Mid- 
Victorian  times  the  lack  of  hiirher  cilucatiun  is  a  disability 
to  Catholics  in  the  dcmocrati<'  t^'anada  of  th.-  twentieth 
century.  The  disability  i.s,  perhai»s.  eveji  more  serious  now 
In  Newman's  time  hijrher  e«lucation  was  ne.-essarv  for  the 
"gentleman"  and  for  the  learned  i)rofe.s.sions.  law,  niedi- 
cine,  and  the  Church;  but  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
in  trade  an<l  industry  to  any  eonsideral)le  extent.  To-day 
indu.stry  has  become  so  nuich  a  matter  of  apfilied  science 
that  it  calls  for  the  services  of  the  most  highly  trained  men. 
A  modern  nation  depends  at  lea.st  as  much  ujion  the  c<luca- 
tion  of  its  engineers  and  chemists  as  upon  its  lawyers  and

tlif  culture  of  iiiiiid  is  its  most  important  worldly  husint'ss. 

THE  HIGHER  COMMAND 

Tile  hniidintr  up  of  a  new  nation  liki-  Canada  is  a  task 
that  in\dl\(s  tr< nnndous  pi-oldcins.  It  is  a  task  that  pre- 
sents tfi'eat  opportunities  to  ;ri'eat  men.  'J'he  eountiy  reajis 
a  splendid  liarvest  when  its  in'oi)lems  are  solved  rif^ht.  hut 
lor  mistakes  there  is  a  hitter  price  t()  pay.  Bi-itain  lost  her 
.Nmerican  colonies;  and  the  Cnited  States.  eij:hty  years 
after  winninj.'  its  independence,  had  to  lijiht  a»  lon<;  and 
hloody  civil  war  in  (uder  to  estahlish  its  national  unity. 
Tliese  are  l)ut  two  instances  of  calamities  that  I'eprosented 
failures  in  statesuianship.  just  as  the  Confedej-ation  of 
Canada  represented  a  trium|>h  of  statesmanship,  even 
though  we  may  lecoynize  that  the  problems  involved  in 
Conf'   'ei-ation  are  hy  n.i  means  all  solved. 

Some  of  till    chief  political   pi-ohlems  for  < 'anaija   arc 
those  due  to  racial   ditVerences  and  those  due  to  immij;ra- 
t'ltn.     Catholies  are  as  much  interested  as  other  eitizt'ns  in 
^'"'  I     iiti<-al   aspects  of  these  problems,  and  they  are  also, 
more  than    other  cili/.ens.  specially    intei-ested    in    their   re- 
liirious  bearin<rs.     This  nation  has  the  immense  educational 
and  social  task  of  •"assiiiiilat iiifjr"  or  '*Canadiani/in<;."  as 
it   is  called,  the  Slav.  Teutonic  and   Latin   iiimiiirrants  who 
come  from  Kuro|.e  to  settle  in  our  mi<lst.     The  Canadianiz- 
iiiL'  process  is  irdiiijr  on.  and  it  is  b«'in<;  directeil  and  assist- 
ed by  men  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  immijrration 
pr-obleiiis.  and  who  organize  in  a  larjr*'  way  to  secure  their 
emis.     The   population   of  this  country   is'  forty   per  cent. 
Catholic;    its   (iovernment    is,   we   can   safely  say,   at    hast 
three  inurths  Protestant  :  and  the  Canadianizin«;  process  ap- 
plied to  innnit;raiits  is  vi'vy  hirsrely  also  Protestanti/.inir  (»r 
I'airani/inj;.     Why  is  it  so.'    I'rotestants  are  not  sueh  a  lartre 
ma.jority   numerically,  yet  how  massively,  how  overwhelm- 
in^rly  I'rotestant  is  ih<-  s|.irit,  the  chai-a<-ter.  the  atmosphere 
of  the  l)..mini«.n:     Why  is  it  so.'     Why  are  wc   Catholics  so 
iiisiirnilicaiif  .'     .\i)d  what  are  we  <;oinir  to  <lo  about  it  .'

The  man  with  the  trained  min<i  heeomcs  the  h-adrr  of 
the  people,  and  it  is  the  Pidversity  that  },'ives  this  trainini; 
to  the  mnid  and  produe.s  such  leaders.  Of  course,  there 
are  men  who  rise  to  leadership  thronirh  sheer  natural  treiiius 
without  many  edueational  advanta<res.  Put  sueh  men  as 
Ll()yd-( .•eorjje.  Jose|)h  (*hand)erlain  and  Abraham  Lineoln 
are  e.xeeptions.  A  nati(»n  eaniiot  de|»eud  upon  .sueh  rarities, 
but  it  must  provide  the  sehools  where  leaders  of  the  finest 
(fuality  can  be  trained.     As  Lord  Haldane  .says:

and  industry.     In  IMX)  .Mr.  I'ariiejjie  said: 

•'The  traiiifd  { apiirenticoil)  mi'clianii-  ot'  the  I'ast,  who  has,  as 
we  have  seen,  hitherto  carricil  off  most  of  tlic  honours  in  our  in- 
dustrial works,  is  now  to  m.-et  a  rival  in  th»-  s.-i.'iitiHcallv  .■.ju.at.-.l 
youth  \\h(,  will  |.usli  him  hard  — very  hard  iiehed.  Three  of  the 
lur^i'st  steid  mannfai-tui  iii^'  I'omerns  in  tlie  world  are  alreadv  under 
the  mana;;<iniMit  of  tiirci'  youny  t-ducated  men.  .  .  .  .  Su.h 
youn^;  edii<'at<d  men  liavi-  an  important  advatita;;e  over  the  a|>j)ri'n- 
tii-i'd  mci-lianir-  tiicy  arc  ojicn  niiinli'd  and  without  pn'judici'.  Thi' 
.srii-nlitic  attitude  of  mitid,  that  of  thf  seartdicr  after  trutli,  remlers 
them  receptive  of  new  ideas.  Creat  and  invaluaMe  as  the  wurkinj; 
inei'iianic  has  licen.  and  is,  yet  ht>  is  disposed  to  adopt  narrow  views 
of  allairs,  f>ir  he  is  generally  wcdl  up  in  years  hctore  he  eotnes  into 
power,      it    is  diH'ereiit    with   the   seientifii-ally   traincii    i)oy." 

Science  and  National  Power 

There  are  ohvious  rejisons  why  advanced  edueati(tn  is 
now  more  necessary  for  success  in  industry  than  it  for- 
niei'ly  was.  In  the  first  !>laee.  industry  itself  has  heconie 
infinitely  more  technical,  more  a  niattei'  of  applie<|  science, 
than  it  used  to  he.  We  know  that  a  nation's  military  and 
naval  j>ower  is  now  as  much  a  matter  of  supremacy  in 
chemistrv  and  entrineeiiiiL'  as  it  is  in  strateijieal  skill  or 
the  traininjr  of  troops.  In  the  same  way  a  nation's  indus- 
trial position  depends  upon  its  chemists  and  en<rineers.  the 
men  scientitically  trained  to  understand  the  forees  of  na- 
ture and  harness  them  for  the  development  (d"  a  <'Ountry's 
material  resources.  (i«rmai!y  is  the  classic  example  of  u 
country  whose  industrial  expansion,  an  expansion  more 
won<lerful  even  than  that  of  Knirland  three-quarters  of  a 
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fcniury  <-;irli..r.  h;is  hen  the  result  of  a  lUitional  dfvotion 
to  cliication  and  r.-se;,ich.  In  (Jcrnianv  the  s^ivat  inanufac- 
tnnnLT  concerns  have  watched  the  .-ollefres  for  V(.un"  men 
of  promise,  and  they  have  hastened  to  secure  siieh  m^en  bv 
the  ofler  of  responsihh'  positions  and  hi<;h  salaries  On 
this  e(,ntin<-nt  and  in  liritain  there  is  not  the  same  svstein- 
atic  search  on  the  part  of  industrial  chiefs  f<.r  the  discovery 
ot  alidity.  A  yountr  man  is  hdt  more  to  assert  his  own 
powers  and  force  his  own  way  to  the  front,  liut  vear  bv 
year  mdustry  is  findinjr  it  neces.sary  to  establish  closer  rela- 
tions with  the  collejr...  and  the  best  students  are  beiuf;  more 
soujihl  after  to  fill  th.-  best  positions. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  more  scientific  and  technical 
branches  of  indu.stry.  as  enKineerin^r,  that  the  importance  of 
advanced  educati(»n  is  securinjr  increa.sed  reco^Miition.  For 
jrcnei-al  business  a<lminist ration  the  l'niversitv-traine<l  man 
IS  i)rovin};  his  superiority.  A  leadinj;  American  railroad 
manairer  writes:

An  American  Tnivensity  President.  Prof,  f'has.  F. 
Thwinjr.  comments  on  the  sifjnificant  phrase,  ■•froin<r  busi- 
nes.s.""  in  the  abov«>  (piotation.  .Men  in  the  futuiv  wTll  take 
up  railroadinj":  as  it  is  carried  on  now  with  the  vast  forces 
involved.  They  won't  enter  the  business  when  the  business 
is  small  and  let  it  jjrow  with  them.  They  must  start  with 
the  handliii-r  of  a  very  oxtt'iisivo  and  complex  orj^ani/ation, 
ami  tli.i*  f.uc  tlic\  need  (o  start  with  the  best  possible 
training  of  mind.  A  hijrh.'r  education  bt  comes  as  essential 
to  the  captains  atid  lieutenants  of  industry  as  to  judges  and 
statesmen. 

PROGRESS  OR  STAGNATION? 

About  a  do/cn  .vcars  ay:o  a  brilliant  Irish  Bishop  was 
e.xertinjf  himself,  with  surpassin«r  eloquence,  to  make  his 
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countrymen  realize  how  ealaniitous  it  was  to  the  most  vital 
interests  ot  Catholic  Ireland  to  he  .l.^privej  of  University 
education,  lie  descril>,.d  how  the  chief  .-ountries  of  th'e 
world,  (.ermany,  the  I'nited  States.  Kn>;land.  were  vear  bv 
year  spendintr  millions  and  still  more  millions  for  "the  ad- 
vancement ot  the  higher  education  which  th.'v  knew  to  be 
essential  to  them,  if  they  were  to  hold  their  own  in  inter- 
national comi)etiti(m.  The  late  liishop  (VOwv^-r.  of  Limer- 
ick, after  speakin*;  of  this,  said:  '

Such  a  hi.-h  pro- 
portion of  successful  candidates  is  no  true  criterioifat  all 
We  can  only  jmiav  the  etTiciency  of  a  sehool.  so  far  as  ex- 
aminations can  prove  eftieiency,  if  we  know  the  number  of 
those  who  write  the  examination,  and  the  number  of  those 
m  the  school  who  ou{;ht  to  write  the  examination,  but  do 
not.     If  you  have  a  senior  class  of  twentv  pupils,  and  vou 
pick  out  only  the  brightest  five  to  write  the  examination 
It  is  not  difficult  to  get  all  the  five  to  pass  and  thus  parade 
a  10  i)er  cent,  success,  when  really  it  is  oulv  a  25  per  cent 
success. 

The  University  Indispensable 

Bishop  (VDwyer  remarks  that  the  Catholi.-s  of  Ireland 
were  annually  dazzled  and  {jratified  at  the  successes  of  the 
Catholic  pupils  in  the  Interme.liate  Examinations,  which
